The market for fillies at the 1959 Keene- 
land summer sales was especially strong. 
averaging $10,336 for 136 head, an in- 
crease of $3,022 over the average for 157 
fillies at the 1958 series. 

The top-priced filly (cover) was a sub- 
stantial bay by Nashua out of the good 
runner Bella Figura, by Count Fleet— 
Miss Dogwood, by *Bull Dog. Consigned 
by Leslie Combs II, she sold to W. Haggin 
Perry for $59,000. (Combs also had the 
top-priced colt, by *Royal Charger— 
Grecian Queen, which he sold to C. G. 
Raible for $80,000.) 

She was one of 2 representatives of 
Nashua in the sale. The other, out of 
Beau Jet. went to Cambridge Stable for 
$42.000.

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Keeneland Sales Notes 


Travis M. Kerr. attended by Dr. John 
Peters. bought 6 yearlings at Keeneland 
without paying extreme prices. Kerr and 
his consulting veterinarian had just re- 
turned from a flying trip to France, where 
they bought privately the 4-year-old geld- 
ing *Wildfire (Wild Risk—Roman Em- 
press, by Tiberius). *Wildfire. a recent 
winner over a distance of 2.400 meters at 
Longchamp. was flown to the U. S. imme- 
diately and was to be sent to Arlington 
Park this week. He was purchased as a 
prospect for major races on grass courses. 


C. W. Smith, of Detroit, best known in 
racing as owner of Hillsdale, made no ap- 
pearance at Keeneland until Wednesday 
afternoon. He made one bid, at the Wed- 
nesday night session, and got what he 
came for. paying $26,000 for Duval A. 
Headley’s Tom Fool—Pitcher colt, the 
next-to-last yearling sold. Two days later 
Smith lost the 3-year-old *Biotic (Prince 
d’Ouilly—Biotte, by Prince Bio). The colt. 
a good winner in Ireland last year, was 
destroyed after suffering multiple frac- 
tures of his off fore pastern in a work at 
Atlantic City under jockey Tommy Bar- 
row. He had arrived from California. 
along with Hillsdale and American Comet, 
on July 27. 


Jack Hood. a Black Angus cattle breed- 
er of Stratford, Ontario, was a newcomer 
to Keeneland. He bought 3 head, all fillies. 
since he is laying the foundation of a 
breeding venture. His first Thoroughbreds 
were 2 Canadian-bred fillies bought in 
1957. Since then he has bought the brood- 
mare *Nuit de Deauvill and 2 shares in 
*Royal. Gem II. His mares are kept at 
Warner L. Jones Jr.’s Hermitage Farm, 
Goshen, Ky. The 3 fillies bought at Keene- 
land are to be trained by H. A. Luro. 


Victor Heerman, of Arcadia, Calif., 
bought a Double Jay—Shady Nook filly 
for the Silver Creek Ranch, of Tuscarora, 
Nev.; a Spy Song—Red Top colt for L. 
K. Shapiro, of Canoga Park, Calif.; and 
a Spy Song—Reigh Belle filly for George 
Covert, of Tracy, Calif. 


Hedgewood Farm sold 6 yearlings for 
$59.600 on Tuesday afternoon at Keene- 
land (page 329 of last week’s Blood- 
Horse), and we incorrectly gave the aver- 
age as $8.267. The average should have 
been $9,933. 


Robin F. Scully, of Beatrice, Neb.. made 
his first purchase from the Keeneland 
yearling sales when he paid $16,500 for 
Maine Chance Farm’s Botticelli—*Ma- 
mounia filly. which will be shipped in the 
near future to Fred Armstrong’s training 
headquarters at Newmarket. In April, 


1959, Scully bought Lou Doherty’s The 
Annex, near Lexington, and renamed it 
Clovelly Farm. (He has a place of that 
name in Louisiana.) In addition to the 
Botticelli filly, he owns the broodmare 
Lady Lufton, with a Petition filly at heel 
and a yearling colt by Royal Palm, and 
covered this year by Ribot; the Irish Oaks, 
Railway Stakes, and Beresford Stakes win- 
ner *Linaria, with a Hasty Road suckling 
and covered by Bolero; and Mama Mia, a 
yearling filly by Requested—Beach Queen, 
by Bull Lea, bought privately from Leslie 
Combs II. 

The 35-year-old Scully, educated at 
Harrow, St. Mark’s (in Massachusetts), 
and Harvard, has raced a few horses in 
England for about 10 years, but he has 
indicated no intention of racing on a large 
scale. He owns some 67,500 acres of land, 
mostly in Nebraska and Louisiana. He did 
not, however, receive 50,000 acres of land 
as a wedding present, as was reported in 
The Blood-Horse after he had purchased 
his first land in the Blue Grass region of 
Kentucky. In that case his identity was 
confused with that of a cousin. Robin 
Scully is a bachelor. 


About 10 days before the Keeneland 
summer sales Mrs. Elizabeth N. Graham, 
“deeply disturbed” by rumors that she 
intended to buy in several of the yearlings 
in her Maine Chance farm consignment, 
wrote an open letter to Daily Racing 
Form stating that the sale would be “abso- 
lute and without reserve.” Her good in- 
tentions were reaffirmed in advertisements 
and by announcement from the auc- 
tioneer’s stand. 

The 20-horse Maine Chance consign- 
ment sold on Wednesday afternoon, and 
Phil T. Chinn bought 5 head for $93,200, 
all but one of the yearlings in Mrs. Gra- 
ham’s behalf. Before the Wednesday night 
session opened, George Swinebroad, auc- 
tioneer and executive vice president of the 
Breeders’ Sales Company, made a “public 
apology . . . for certain things that hap- 
pened in the sales pavilion this afternoon.” 
He did not elaborate. 

On Friday, July 31, Mrs. Graham, 
speaking from New York, told the Lexing- 
ton Leader's Kent Hollingsworth, “I’m 
never going to sell my horses at auction 
again.” She had fully intended to refrain 
from buying back any of her yearlings— 
“but when that wonderfully bred Botticelli 
filly went for $16,500 (to Robin Scully) 
: I just told Colonel Chinn, ‘Take 
them.’ ” 

Chinn bought the last 3 yearlings from 
the Maine Chance consignment. He al- 
ready had taken for his own account a 
Jet Pilot colt at $5,200 and for Mrs. Gra- 
ham a War Admiral colt at $24,000.

Oceanport. If Ken Noe Sr., had sta- 
tioned himself in the middle of the Mon- 
mouth Park homestretch and bellowed “T 
told you so” after Royal Native scored 
her stunning upset in the Oaks. there 
would not have been a half-dozen of us 
who could have denied that he had, in- 
deed, told us. 


Royal Native was being rather ambi- 
tiously placed, the most charitable observ- 
ers thought, when Noe first disclosed 
plans to start her against a field that 
would include the best 3-year-old fillies. 
Others not so charitable told Noe, who 
enjoys an open debate, that he was down- 
right foolhardy to go against the likes of 
Silver Spoon, Indian Maid, and Resaca. 


Royal Native never had been asked to 
run more than three-quarters of a mile. 
and her success even at that distance 
could have been described as modest. She 
had won 3 overnights in 11 starts, and in 
one stakes race, the Miss Woodford, she 
had chased Rockburn Farm’s Recite all 
the way around the Monmouth track as 
the winner turned in the fastest 6 furlongs 
of the meeting, 1:09. 


Six days later, without benefit of a 
workout, Royal Native won by 10 lengths 
over a sloppy track in 1:1035, and Noe 
promptly declared her available for the 
Oaks 3 weeks ahead. 

“My filly will beat any filly in the 
country,” he declared. “No, 1 don’t bar 
Silver Spoon or any of them. I just know 
she’ll go a piece of ground. Wait and see.” 

She met Silver Spoon and Mrs. Mary 
Keim’s Indian Maid in a 1,';-mile condi- 
tioner for the Oaks, and it took all that 
Silver Spoon had to overhaul Royal Native 
at the turn for home and to win by a 
length from Indian Maid. 

Royal Native had been beaten a length 
and three-quarters over a dull strip and 
Noe was more convinced than ever that 
he had been right. 

Five days after her defeat by. Silver 
Spoon and 3 days before the Oaks, Royal 
Native underwent a speed sharpener, going 
5 furlongs in 1:0145. Other than that, she 
did nothing except for a few turns around 
the shed row in the mornings. 

The field for the Oaks had been de- 
prived of much of its luster when Max 
Hirsch could not find a suitable rider for 
Resaca, which had beaten Silver Spoon in 
the Delaware Oaks, and Lucien Laurin 
and owner Reginald Webster decided to 
rest Quill, their pretender to the 3-year- 
old filly throne, because of a minor injury. 

In addition to Royal Native, those facing 
Silver Spoon were Indian Maid, Geechee 
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Lou, Sword Woman, and Secret Valley. 
Monmouth officials, mindful of the plunger 
who had plagued them with minus pools 
4 times previously by betting up to $70,000 
to show on standouts, prohibited show 
betting. 

The plunger came anyhow, plunged in 
the place pool, and enriched everyone who 
wagered to place on Royal Native and 
Indian Maid. Silver Spoon had _ her 
chances, but was not equal to Royal 
Native. 

Culmone broke her on top, then quickly 
settled her into stride and neatly kept her 
rivals behind all the way. Silver Spoon 


and Indian Maid raced as a pair, 2 
lengths back down the backstretch, but 
when the time came to catch Royal Native, 
neither was up to it. At the end, the 
California queen was a tired third, 21% 
lengths behind Indian Maid and 6 behind 
Royal Native. 

In the winner’s circle, Culmone still was 
in a state of surprise. Earlier in the after- 
noon, he had told officials of NBC-TV 
who were briefing the Oaks jockey on 
winner's circle television procedure, “Sure, 
I'll do anything you want, but I won't 
Le there. The only chance any of us have 
is for that filly (Silver Spoon) to throw 
in a bad race.” 

Said owner P. A. Grissom: “I bought 
her last spring (for $40,000), at the 
herses-in-training sale at Keeneland. When

and I told him no, I was going down 
there to buy her, no matter what the price. 


“MclIlvain had beaten me twice in the 
Hawthorne Gold Cup and I sort of fig- 
ured this was a way to end the unlucky 
streak — get one of his good ones. She 
had run for him 4 times last year and 
both Kenny and I always admired her. 
We thought she might be a real fine filly. 
and it looks as though we didn’t over- 
estimate her.” 

Noe said that he would ship Royal Na- 
tive and others in his public string to At- 
lantic City, but he indicated that her next 
start would be at Saratoga. 

“[’]l sprint her and run her over a dis- 
tance, too,” he said. “She has improved 
to the point where I think she has the 
kind of speed to be effective at 6 fur- 
longs and to keep her speed over the 
longer distances, too. Yes, I’m more than 
willing to meet Resaca. I’m anxious to.”

not get in.” On Saturday, August 1, T. V. 
Lark. owned by C. R. McCoy and trained 
by Miller, won the $212,000-gross Arling- 
ton Futurity, richest race ever run in IIli- 
nois, and hauled down first money of 
$150,312.50. 

T. V. Lark was one of 20 starters in 
the Futurity. From the overnight field 
only Claiborne Farm’s Ambassador had 
been declared. Apparently nobody was 
afraid of Leonard Fruchtman’s Bally 
Ache. winner of 5 stakes and one of 3 
supplementary nominees at $7,500. (The 
others were Farm to Markef and the filly 
Monarchy). After breaking his maiden 
in his second start at Santa Anita last 
winter, T.V. Lark had run in 4 stakes at 
Hollywood Park. His best was a second 
to Psyche’s First in the Haggin Stakes, 
414 lengths behind. In his race previous 
to the Arlington Futurity, T.V. Lark had 
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finished 13th in the Hollywood Juvenile 
Championship at 32-1. Nobody paid any 
attention to the bay son of *Indian Hemp 
—-Miss Larksfly, by Heelfly, when he was 
flown into Chicago about a week before 
the Futurity, and he was placed in the 
mutuel field, which went off at 33-1. 


Despite the number of starters, the Fu- 
turity looked like a cleanly run race, but 
there were dissenters. Steve Brooks, who 
rode Monarchy. which finished tenth, 
said: “Never had a chance. My filly had 
a rough time right from the start.” Mike 
Gonzalez, aboard Venetian Way. which 
closed well to be fifth: “I had to pass 
every son-of-a-gun on the outside all the 
way around, but what can you do when 
you break from the 19 post?” No horse 
above post position 11 entered conten- 
tion. 


Steward Aidan Roark, who analyzed 
movies of the race, remarked, “Venetian 
Way covered an awful lot of ground, cir- 
cling his entire field. For the size of the 
field it was a damn clean race. Grey Eagle 
and Tamboro had to take up a bit after 
the start; there was a little bump between 
Farm to Market and Doc Schaeffer, and 
Stephen bumped with Lurullah in the 
early stretch.” 


Piil for Bally Ache 


With such a large field there was more 
than the usual amount of interest in the 
draw for post positions. ‘‘Everybody’s 
got a belly ache,” yelled trainer Moody 
Jolley when the No. 3 pill shaken out by 
executive director Ben  Lindheimer 
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matched Bally Ache’s slip, drawn by rac- 
ing secretary Charley McLennan. 


Eight Again (P.P. 1) led by a length 
after a quarter. Bally Ache was second, 
114 lengths in front of T.V. Lark (P.P. 2). 
Two lengths farther back was Doc Schaef- 
fer (P.P. 7) with Farm to Market (P.P. 
9) a close fifth. Lurullah (P.P. 11) was 
in the middle of the pack. Coming into 
the stretch turn, Sammy Boulmetis sent 
Bally Ache past the tiring Eight Again. 
Farm to Market and T.V. Lark were 
moving resolutely and Lurullah was _ be- 
ginning to pick up horses. Slightly more 
than a furlong from home Bally Ache 
held a 114-length advantage. Farm to 
Market, which had made up 2 or 3 lengths 
on the winner within the previous furlong. 
looked as if he would run his rival down. 
T.V. Lark, which had dropped back while 
coming wide into the stretch, moved 
strongly on the outside. Lurullah, on the 
rail, was running fastest of all. In the 
final 50 or 60 yards, Farm to Market 
faltered slightly. T.V. Lark drove home a 
$68 for $2 winner (all alone he’d have 
been 100-1) by a neck over Bally Ache. 
It was just a nose back to Lurullah, which 
finished 1144 lengths in advance of Farm 
to Market. 


Love at First Sight 


Paul Miller, going on 59, has friendly 
blue eyes, a lean, bony face and an ear 
phone in his left ear. He was willing to 
talk about himself and about his colt: 


“T was born in a little town in Kansas 
named Udall that was blown away in a 
cyclone year and a half ago. Lived in 
Arcadia, Calif., the last 15 years. Raced 
around here about 15 years ago. had a 
mare called Mad Macaw if you recall, won 
2 races with her, paid $78 in one. Been 
with Mr. McCoy about 2 years. He’s in 
the dredging business. Never owned race 
horses before, just some show horses. How 
old is he? In the early 40’s I'd say. The 
colt (T.V. Lark) was already named 
when we got him. The way I heard it. 
Dr. Lucas, who bred him, got the T.V. 
part from some friend of his. Got this 
colt from the Del Mar sales. Spent 2 days 
looking over the entire group in the sale 
and this was the only one I settled on. 


Why? Ever like some fellow at first 
sight? That’s the way it was with this 
colt. I liked his conformation, and he 


showed me lots of intelligence. Nothing 
seemed to bother him. You might say he 
looked like he had good education. That 
was the only colt I bid on. 

“I told Mr. McCoy to go as high as 
$30.000 for him. That’s what I figured 
he'd go for. But we got him for $10,000. 
That was Mr. MecCoy’s first race horse 
and first venture at a sales and_ he 
thought every colt led in there was a 
Kentucky Derby winner. He’s truly a 
horse lover. I broke this colt myself. 
No, I never rode, just some saddle horses 
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Trainer J. J. Weipert was in the winner’s circle at Jamaica after the Brooklyn 
Handicap to greet *Babu, which he trains for W. C. Partee. It was the first 
American stakes victory for *Babu, an outstanding runner in Chile in 1957-58. 


as a kid, but I got my own ideas on 
breaking horses. I don’t like to rush 
them. I try to let a colt know what’s to be 
done. I don’t approve of early racing. I 
think those 3-furlong races are a joke. 
They don’t prove anything. Of course, 
that’s my own opinion. Anyway, I told 
Mr. McCoy if this colt isn’t a runner I’m 
going to hang up my tack. No, I didn’t 
ride any horses back home. Lived in 
town, but I used to go out with vets on 
calls. But before I got in the horse 
business I used to be in the auto and 
fender business in Los Angeles, also re- 
built motors, for about 13 years. Don’t 
have no other business now. But about 
this colt, Dr. Peters, an old friend of mine 
—that’s John Peters that okayed Round 
Table—fired him when he _ bucked his 
shins at Santa Anita. 


Unstretched Luck 


“This colt hasn’t run his best race yet. 
We'll run him in the Washington Park 
Futurity and then in the Garden State. 
That last race in California didn’t dis- 
courage me. Was in the No. 1 post posi- 
tion and he just didn’t get no chance to 
run. That’s why I shipped him here. We 
got two other horses in California, cheap 
ones that we’re going to get rid of. Don’t 
think any track will bother him. He’s 
just that kind of individual that you show 
him once what to do and he does it. Guess 
you'd call him sort of rangy colt, not big 
though, maybe 15:3 and weighs 900 or 
950 pounds. Probably the best mannered 
colt I ever had, and he’s a very good 
shipper by airplane. Always been under 
the impression he’d rather go a distance 
of ground than run short. He rates kindly 
and has lots of courage. He’s just a 
damned useful animal, that’s all. That 


Heelfly was a mean horse, had to blind- 
fold him every time to get him in the gate. 
But he could run. We don’t intend to race 
this colt over 10 times this year. He’s 
run 7 times now. No, I’m not going to 
buy any yearlings this year. McCoy 
was talking yesterday about me flying to 
Del Mar for the sales, but I told him 
we better not stretch our luck. You've got 
to have luck to go with the horses. 


“Say. look at this colt. Have you seen 
that picture of Nashua they got here? 
This colt looks like him around the head, 
iust like him, star and all. This *Indian 
Hemp is a son of *Nasrullah, you know, 
which is the sire of Neshua.”

Big Money for 2-Year-Olds 


The Arlington Futurity and the Wash- 
ington Park Futurity each will gross $200,- 
000 in 1960, it was announced this week 
by Benjamin F. Lindheimer, executive di- 
rector of the 2 Chicago tracks.

Research Questionnaire 

As president of the Grayson Foundation. 
Clarkson Beard, of Lexington, bears much 
of the responsibility for gaining the finan- 
cial support necessary to maintain the 
organization’s sponsorship of important re- 
search projects. Recently he undertook 
some research of his own to determine the 
fields where research was most needed. 

From a questionnaire sent to veterinar- 
jians earlier in the year he received a “most 
gratifying response,” and last month he 
summarized the answers from 89 practi- 
tioners, the 40 per cent who replied. All 
but 14 of the 89 veterinarians did work 
with Thoroughbreds, 43 with Standard- 
breds, 32 with Quarter Horses, 49 with 
pieasure horses and ponies. Divided ac- 
cording to area of practice, there were 42 
on the race track, 54 on farms, 25 with 
mixed practice, and 11 in academic fields. 
Only 20 of those who responded reported 
that less than half of their time was de- 
voted to equine practice. 


The questionnaire listed 38 subjects 
and asked for “a rating of relative im- 
portance in your practice,” but added: 
“Try to keep those of first importance to 
10 or 12.” The veterinarians did better 
than that; the 89 questionnaires showed 
a total of 793 checks in the column desig- 
nating first order of importance, an av- 
erage of 8.9 per questionnaire returned. 
But each of the 38 areas of investigation 
mentioned got at least one vote. 


Tabulated results showed a strong in- 
terest in bone pathology and in the pre- 
sumably related field of nutrition, which 
had some bearing, direct or indirect. on 
most of the problems mentioned. 


Race track practitioners tended to give 
highest priority to soundness, and were 
concerned next with general anesthesia, 
“tying up,” and influenza. Farm veteri- 
narians preferred work on breeding prob- 
lems and virus abortion. Parasite control 
got 20 first-priority votes, but had more 
second-priority votes than any other area 
of research, suggesting the sustained in- 
terest in this everlasting problem.

“We must do the best we can with the 


means available . . . Our virus abortion 
program at the University of Kentucky is, 
in the broadest sense, a study of diseases 
of the horse, particularly the respiratory 
complex, since it has been proven that the 
abortion virus is identical with one of the 
viruses that cause influenza. The parasite 
program at the same institution is con- 
cerned with testing and evaluating drugs 
for horses, which should fill the need as 
indicated by the survey. 

“Some of the needs of the practitioners 
can be taken care of by their own co- 
operation and with allied services, without 
basic research. An improved general an- 
esthesia should be handled by the drug 
companies. . 

“To expand our program in needed 
areas, Grayson Foundation is asking for 
proposals for the study of unsoundness 
and nutrition. . . . For financial reasons, 
this must be limited, but it is a start.”

OBITUARY 


A. F. Wall 


Albert Frazier Wall, Detroit industrialist 
and owner of Lismore Farm, Lexington, 
died in a hospital at Grosse Pointe, Mich., 
on Monday. August 3, after an illness of 
several weeks. He was 68 years old. 


A native of Montreal, Mr. Wall came 
to the U. S. as a young man. He was 
engaged in business in Detroit for most 
of his life, and served as president of the 
Wall Gases Colmonoy Corporation. He 
was founder of Wall Brothers, Inc., and 
a former president of Wall Chemical Co. 


Mr. Wall bought his first race horses 
about 1940, his first broodmares in 1943. 
In 1946 he purchased a 332-acre tract at 
the corner of the Russell Cave Pike and 
Hughes Lane, near Lexington. He named 
the place for Lismore Castle. in County 
Waterford, Ireland, in the area where his 
family lived. 


First good runner owned by Mr. Wall 
was the stakes-winning mare Bonnie An- 
drew. After he established Lismore he 
sold most of his stock as yearlings or 
2-year-olds, and he had raced nothing of 
prominence in recent years. He bred the 
stakes winners Scriptwriter and Endon. 
At the time of his death he owned the 
stallions Roman Bout and Golden Trend, 
both of which stand at Lismore. 

Survivors include his wife, Mrs. Chris- 
tine Khriscorn Wall. 2 daughters, Mrs. 
Will Clarke and Mrs. William Breer; and

This season he was 
switched to the hurdles, and the Midsummer was 
his fourth victory in 7 attempts. In his last pre- 
vious start, on July 10, he won the Monmouth 
Maiden Hurdle Stakes. 

*Daumier, which stands at the Stallion Station, 
Lexington, has one other American stakes winner 
this year, Hustle, also a jumper. Cocopet, one of 
the best 2-year-old fillies of 1943, has 8 other 
foals of racing age, 6 winners, including the 
stakes-placed Put Out and Close Play. She has a 
yearling filly by Tom Fool.

The top-weighted 3-year-old Sword Dancer was 
an even-money favorite for the Brooklyn Handicap, 
last stakes ever to be run at Jamaica. Fractious 
at the starting gate, where he broke through and 
galloped off for about 100 yards before the field was 
sent away, Sword Dancer ran an excellent race, 
but his stretch charge was not strong enough to 
overtake *Babu, which took the lead from Greek 
Star inside the eighth-pole and held on to score 
by three-quarters of a length. *Amerigo, which 
also closed strongly, was only a behind 
Sword Dancer. Coupled in the betting with Inside 
Tract, the winner paid $47.80. 

*Babu was foaled October 21, 1954, at the 
Haras La Candelaria of Gregorio Amunategui J. 
and Gregorio Correa G. in Chile. He was cata- 
logued for the 1956 sales, but did his racing in 
the colors of La Candelaria. When he concluded 
his South American racing in September, 1958, he 
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was the largest money winner in the history of 
the Chilean turf, having earned 33,115,000 inflated 
pesos in his home country and 60,000 soles in 
Peru. 

*Babu was the best of an exceptional crop in 
Chile. At 2 he won 3 of 4 starts, including the 
cla icos Premio Republica de Venezuela and Pre- 
mio Domingo Herrera. As a 3-year-old his victories 
included the Tanteo de Potrillos, Polla de Potril- 
los (Two Thousand Guineas), the 1%-mile El 
Ensayo (Chile’s Derby), the 1%-mile Gran 
Premio Sociedad de Criadores, and the 1,°;-mile 
Casino Municipal Handicap. He beat Copihual 
and *Gleeful, his principal rivals for division 
honors, in the Polla de Potrillos and El Ensayo, 
and also beat *Gleeful in the Sociedad de Criadores 
and Casino Municipal. He was third to *Gleeful 
and Copihual in the clasico Nacional Ricardo 
Lyon and third to Copihual and *Gleeful in the 
Derby at Vina del Mar. Late in his 3-year-old 
season, on June 15, 1958, he finished third in the 
Gran Premio Jockey Club at Lima. 

As a 4-year-old in the last half of 1958 *Babu 
won his only 2 starts, both in Chile, the clasicos 
Principe de Gales and Club Hipico de Santiago 
(Copihual second, *Gleeful third). 

In September *Babu and *Gleeful were pur- 
chased privately by W. C. Partee, Magnolia, Ark., 
lumberman, and flown to the U. S. *Gleeful died 
of a twisted intestine in May, 1959. 

Before the Brooklyn *Babu had won 2 overnight 
races, placed in 2 others, and had finished a well 
beaten fourth in the Monmouth Handicap. 

Scottish Meridian, bred in England, won 4 of 7 
starts at 3, the only year he raced, and finished 
third in the King Edward VII Stakes. He received 
119 pounds in the Free Handicap, 14 pounds below 
top-weighted Nimbus. He was sent to Chile in 1951. 
Bascula, one of the best race mares of her crop, 
won the Chilean One Thousand Guineas equivalent 
and was beaten a short head by Charlabien in Las 
Oaks.

Eight colts and four fillies ran in the 
1959 Prix Robert Papin (Maisons-Laf- 
fitte, July 26, 34 miles, 8,508,000 francs). 
The fillies outclassed the colts, taking 
first, second, and fourth places. Sly Pola 
led from start to finish, beating by 2 
lengths the favorite Barbaresque (Ocar- 
ina—Barbara, by Fair Trial). Third place 
was taken by a colt, Clarionneur (Clarion

in front of Alsine (Alizier—Pimpernel, by 
Tourbillon). 

Sly Pola had won her first start, over 5 
furlongs at Chantilly on June 7; then she 
had been easily beaten in the Prix du 
Bois over the same distance at Long- 
champ, by Barbaresque, which also had 
won in her first appearance.

—Queen of Shiraz, by *Bahram). Dan 
Cupid was not favored by the pace, and 
could only finish third, 214 lengths farther 
away, just in front of Samoan Sun, which 
made a very good performance.

We had entries 
from England, France, Italy, Germany and 
the 3 Scandinavian countries. Even so, 
with air transport increasingly expensive, 
the race could in no way be profitable. 
It never has been, but the Jockey Club 
felt that this year it would lose too much 
on the race, even though the Norwegian 
Poliomyelitis Association was to get most 
of the proceeds on the day. 

Racing in Norway is fighting a perhaps 
losing battle against rising expenses, and 
it was felt that the money lost on the Oslo 
Cup could be put to better uses. It is said 
that we will have an Oslo Cup next year. 
If so, it probably will be reserved for 
Scandinavian-trained horses. The Jockey 
Club cannot afford to pay air transport for 
horse and groom and free stabling in Oslo 
in the future.

Up and Praying 


SypNry. Sydneysiders had their first 
glimpse of a new star when Up and 
Coming, winner of the Great Northern St. 
Leger in New Zealand in his last previous 
start, scored an effortless victory over 6 
furlongs at the suburban Rosehill course. 
The 3-year-old gelding (turned 4 on Au- 
gust 1) is a beautiful mover, and he was 
so impressive that he was made favorite 
for the one-mile Epsom Handicap and the 
154-mile Metropolitan, features of the 
Randwick carnival. 


The filly Kaoru (100) led the way 
by several lengths a furlong from the 
finish on the heavy Rosehill track, but 
Up and Coming went by as though she 
were backing up. Third, about 9 lengths 
behind the winner, was Australia’s finest 
sprinter, Gold Stakes (129). 


Up and Coming was bred in New Zea- 
land, where he had 13 wins, 7 seconds, 
and 4 third places in 32 starts. He is by 
Resurgent (The Phoenix—Gainsborough 
Lass) out of Cash and Carry (Paper 
Money—Gold Sand), a mare whose 
career had been remarkable in another 
fashion before she produced Up and Com- 
ing at the age of 17. In 13 years she was 
barren 5 times and produced a colt which 
died, another which broke a leg and had 
to be destroyed, 2 fillies which failed to 
train, dead twins, and a deformed colt 
which was destroyed. Up and Coming was 
foaled in 1955, and the mare had dead 
twins the following year. 


Owner-breeder Noel Simpson, of Auck- 
land, is better known as a breeder of 
harness horses, and Up and Coming was 
reared with 4 trotters. Simpson has put 
a price on Up and Coming for American 
interests, but is hopeful that it will not 
be acceptable. 


Man of Iron, by the American sire 
Flying Missel out of Kingster’s dam, Can- 
vas Back, has won twice recently and ap- 
pears in the best form since his brilliant 
2-year-old campaign. He is now highly re- 
garded for the Epsom Handicap. 


The English horse Star Kingdom (Star- 
dust—Impromptu, by Concerto) again 
topped the sires’ list in New South Wales. 
with 30 winners and earnings of £52,952 
for the season ended July 31. Delville 
Wood, £25.105. and Newtown Wonder, 
£24.039, were next. 

Special services to be conducted in 
Anglican, Roman Catholic, and Presby- 
terian churches in Sydney to mark the 
opening of the new racing season. Church 
authorities believe the services to be the 
first of their kind. (I hope there will be 
special blessings for punters, who are 
most in need of consideration. )

I wanted to sell 
Tuesday night, and there just wasn’t any- 
body there Wednesday afternoon, and the 
horses just were going too cheaply.” 

Chinn immediately made plans to resell 
privately 4 of the yearlings he had bought 
from Mrs. Graham.

The Keeneland fall sales will be held 
October 13-28. Yearlings will be sold 
frem October 13 through October 23, 
breeding stock October 26 through Octo- 


ber 28. A separate horses-in-training sale 
will be held the morning of October 23. 


Since the Keeneland race meeting will 
run from October 10-24, the yearling sales 
will be held only in the evenings. 

The Breeders’ Sales Company’s new 
charges for horses in training: For horses 
selling for $2,000 or less, the minimum 
charge will be $100, and for those selling 
for more than $2,000, the charge will be 5 
per cent. An entry fee of $50 a head 
will apply against the commission. 

Deadline for entries for the race-horse 
sale will be Friday, September 25. En- 
tries for the yearling sale have closed. 
but breeding stock may be entered 
through Monday, August 10. 


Mixed Sale at Randall 
The Ohio Thoroughbred Horsemen’s As- 


sociation will conduct a mixed auction at 
Randall Park on Wednesday, September 9.

Strength at Keeneland 


Keeping beatnik time with the brass of 
a bull market and the drums of inflation. 
the yearling market of 1959 was inaug- 
urated last week at Keeneland. Results of 
3 days of selling suggested that demand 
for prospective racing stock was, at the 
least, keeping pace with steadily increas- 
ing production. 

The number sold, 303 from the cata- 
logued total of 315, was intermediate be- 
tween the totals of 1957 and 1958 at 
Keeneland. They brought an aggregate 
of $3,534,300, average $11,664. Compari- 
sons with previous summer auctions indi-

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cated that it was the highest market in 
history. 

The 1959 average was 21.3 per cent 
higher than that of the previous summer, 
and lacked only 1 per cent of reaching 
the all-time record established in 1957. 
when the Keeneland catalogue was de- 
liberately restricted to the fanciest goods 
available. 

Even by comparison with 1957, however, 
the 1959 results indicated a stronger de- 
mand, insofar as demand could be meas- 
ured in terms of dollars. The 1957 cata- 
logue was not only selective to an ex- 
treme degree; it was “loaded” with an 
unusually high proportion of colts, 61.7 
per cent of the total, as against 55.1 per 
cent this year. 

Average price for males was 7.1 per 
cent lower than in 1957, but the average 
for females was 18.6 per cent higher. If 
the sexes had been in the same ratio as in 
1957, and if the averages of 1959 had held 
constant in each division, the over-all 
average in 1959 would have been about 
$11.814, or slightly higher than the rate 
at which the highly selected yearlings of 
1957 sold. 

In comparison with 1958, when larger 
numbers were sold, colts made an average 
gain of 11.6 per cent and the average 
for fillies showed an amazing increase of 
41.0 per cent. The higher prices for fe- 
males were due in part to a higher pro- 
portion of outstanding credentials in that 
division, but presumably they also  re- 
flected the ambitions of breeders for fu- 
ture production. 

The distribution of prices (Table I) 
showed the market higher at all levels 
than in 1958. and higher than in 1957 if 
allowance was made for the careful ex- 
clusion of yearlings which normally 
would have fallen into the lower price 
brackets. The gain over 1957 was most 
apparent at the higher levels; 90 per cent 
of the 1957 yearlings were sold at prices 
of $21,000 or less, whereas a bid of 
$25,000 was required this year to obtain 
the same proportion of the offerings. 

Numerous observers felt that the high 
market lasted for only 5 of the 6 sessions 
conducted by the Breeders’ Sales Company 
in the pavilion at Keeneland Race Course. 
At the final session, on Wednesday night. 
there was a definite feeling on the part of 
consignors that the customers suddenly 
had deserted them. 

Much of the strength of the market ap- 
peared to have risen from the fact that 
many buyers were present at ringside who 
in previous years had been represented, if 
at all, by agents. The principal, of course, 
has full liberty to raise his predetermined 
maximum bid, whereas the agent does not 
always have power to exceed a set figure. 
At any rate, many of the buyers who had 
sustained the bidding at the earlier ses- 
sions were absent Wednesday evening, and 
this was the only time when prices ap- 
peared lower than the offerings justified.
